Premier Van Zeeland De. 
feats Rexist By Over 
200,000 


BRUSSELS, April 12.— Premier 
Paul Van Zeeland, head of Bele 
gium’s coalition government, yestere 
day won an overwhelming victory 
over Leon Degrelie. 30-year-old 
leader of the pro-Fascist Rexist 
party, in a Brussels by-election 
forced by the resignation of a 
Rexist deputy. 

Official results announced gave 
the 44-year-old Van Zeeland 275,840 
votes as against 69,242 for Degrelle. 
Ballots left blank or ruled void 
numbered 18,358. 


STRENGTH TEST 

“The fight will continue,” De. 
grelle declared after learning ree 
sults of the vote which he had pre- 
viously announed would be a test 
of the Rexist strength. He had in- 
structed Deputy Olivier, one of his 
21 supporters in the chamber, to 
resign so the party's power could 
be gauged in Brussels. 

“I don't have to tell you that I 
am delighted,” Premier van Zee- 
land said. 

Voting in Belgium is compulsory 
for all males of voting age and 363,- 
440 turned out. Degrelle’s defeat 
was crushing. 


OVERWHELMING VOTE 


Van Zeeland obtained 21,626 vote: 
more than the 254,214 votes which 
the three government coalition 
parties--plus the Communists—won 


in Brussels in the May, 1936, general 
election. 

Degrelle’s defeat lost the Rexists 
one of the 21 parliamentary seats 
they won when they entered the 
political lists for the first time last 
May. It raised the Catholic party's 
strength to 64 seats and placed 
Premier van Zeeland in the cham- 
ber for the first time.

pay, usually $10 to $15 a month 
more than ordinary help, 

Practically all states, except Ohio, 
a few in New England and the 
south, reported the supply of farm 
labor in excess of the demand. Op- 
erators of small farms in Georgia. 
the Carolinas and Florida reported 
they have experienced difficulty in 
obtaining help. Owners of large 
farms. however, said they have all 
the help they need, 

INCREASES VOLUNTARY 

Generally, the increases have 
been voluntarily, but farmers real- 
ize that increased industrial em- 
ployment usually makes inroads on 
farm labor and apparently they are 
making a bid to retain their work- 
ers 

Agricultural economists predicted 
a shortage of farm help in some 
states this year. If the all-time 
record winter wheat acreage pro- 
duces the bumper crop farmers an- 
ticipate, there will be a heavy de- 
mand for the migratory type of 
farm worker. Farmers desiring 
help for several months during the 
summer and early fall may find it 
difficult, economists said, to find 
men willing to work for wages 
somewhat higher than the present 
scale, 

Farm workers in the areas seri- 
ously affected by the drought last 
year have received little increase 
compensation. K. D. Blood, Okla- 
homa federal crop statistician, said 
the pay in Oklahoma had increased 
only $1 to $18.50 a month with 
board. 

In Iowa, farm help in droughte 
stricken counties received increases 
of $5 a month. while those in coun- 


| ties least damaged got $10. Wages 


ranged from $15 to $50-a month in 
the State.

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Gaining Healthy Weight 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

With the exception of a few thin people who 
are underweight because they do not eat enough, 
gaining healthy weight is usually a difficult pro- 
blem for the one who is conscious that the addi- 
tion of a few more pounds would make him look 
better and feel better. As a general rule, it is 
easier for the one who is 
overly plump to lose several 
pounds than it is for the ex- 
tremely slender person to add 
ten pounds. The stout person 
usually has an excellent diges- 
tion and gets all of the good 
out of the foods eaten and 
therefore weight reduction be- 
comes merely a problem of 
cutting down on the amount 
of nourishing food habitually taken, while the 
thin person usually has a weak digestive appar- 
atus and fails to use food to good advantage. 
Thus, the fat person becomes thinner by eating 
less but the reverse of this rule is not true and 
the thin person cannot become fatter by eating 
more 

Practically every thin person has at some 
time tried to gain by stuffing on rich, “fatten- 
ing” foods, only to find that the few ounces 
added at first were not permanent, and possibly 
he developed digestive difficulties or liver trou- 
ble from eating more than he could digest. 

Most underweight patients who have had 
this experience become discouraged and decide 
that try as they will, they will never add an- 
other pound. However, they do not stop worry- 
ing over their lack of flesh and the continued 
worry only serves to make them thinner than 
ever. Sometimes they cheer up somewhat upon 
reading the statistics of Insurance Companies 
which tend to prove that those who are under- 
weight live longer than those who are over- 
weight, but as a general rule, they have this 
persistent desire to bring the weight closer to 
normal. 

Oddly enough, the quickest way for most 
people to gain weight is to get thinner first. 
Most thin patients will be dismayed at the 
thought of losing weight in an effort to gain, 
however, those who are willing to lose a few 
pounds at first will find that the weight gained 
afterward is usually a lasting gain as the initial 
treatment has improved the digestive powers 
through allowing the organs of digestion a 
chance to rest and become stronger. 

A tendency to thinness is often associated 
with poor digestion, catarrhal troubles of all 
kinds, a tendency to nervousness, prolapsus, 
or constipation. Extreme thinness is frequently 
found in many diseases but is to be differentiated 
frém that type of thinness found in the patient 
who has a fair amount of health and whose 
chief complaint is that he can’t gain. 

The one who is of fhe slender type should 
remember that he may come from a family with 
a tendency to a lean body. In this case it is 
possible by diet and exercise, to build up an 
attractive, shapely body of the race-horse type 
and the patient may enjoy plenty of physical and 
mental alertness; but it is not likely that he 
will develop the heavinggs and bulkiness of the 
one of the plough-horse type, who is built so 
differently. 

In the case of the average thin patient. he 
will have developed a systemic toxemia which 
interferes with the normal chemical reactions 
in the body. I usually suggest that the thin per- 
son therefore start by taking a short fast in order 
that these toxins may be gotten rid of, and in 
order to give the digestive organs a rest. When 
the patient then follows a good diet, he usually 
begins to build up because the digestive organs 
are in a position to make good use of the foods 
eaten. This fasting may seem strange at first, 
but if you will stop to realize that a thin person 
can not digest ordinary meals, it is the height 
of folly to expect him to digest bigger meals in 
order to gain.

ANSWER: I recommend aluminum ware and 
have found no reason to believe that its use is 
injurious to health. On the contrary, cooking 
vegetables in the heavy aluminum vessels should 
be beneficial to health as this method of cookery 
allows you to serve well-flavored vegetables 
which have been prepared without adding water, 
thus conserving the food minerals in these foods. 
The consensus of opinion is that aluminum ves- 
sels are perfectly safe. Those who investigate 
the use of this type of cooking ware from an 
unbiased standpoint arrive at the same conclu- 
sion. Go uhead and use the pans you now have 
and give your family the pleasure of enjoying 
well-cooked meats and vegetables 

QUESTION: “High Schoo!” asks: “How much 
sleep should a@ gir] of 16 get? 1 want to sleep 
all the time and 12 hours is not too much.” 

ANSWER: If 8 hours of sleep do not refresh 
you it is because your body is burdened with 
toxins from faulty habits of living, or because 
you are burning up nervous energy too fast 
through being constantly tense. If a physician's 
examination has failed to disclose any definite 
disease, you may rest assured that you will 
benefit from a good bodily housecleaning which 
will eliminate the accumulated systemic wastes 

QUESTION: Trina B. asks: “Since having a 
permanent my hair seems to be growing very 
much faster Do you think the wave is the 
cause?” 

ANSWER: If the hair has grown more rapidly 
following the permanent wave this might pos- 
sibly be due to the fact that the roots were 
stimulated. However, yours happens to be the 
first case of this kind reported to me and prob- 
ably such stimulation of growth is not an in- 
variable result of permanent waving.

The Passing Show 


A London despatch a few days ago told of 
the $7,640,415 estate left by the eccentric Lady 
Houston. Though it seems a huge amount of 
money for any person to Jeave, the despatch 
says “the estate was much smaller than had 
been popularly guessed. It had been unofficially 
estimated that she was worth $25,000,000.” 

Though Lady Houston, who was a ware- 
houseman’s daughter, never rose so high in the 
social scale as has a certain Baltimore boarding 
house mistress’s daughter, she got further into 
the big money. Add to these examples that gal- 
lant Lancashire lass Gracie Fields who declared 
an income of $800,000 last year, and you'll have 
to admit that Old England offers opportunities 
for social and financial advancement to young 
women of ambition and parts.

So many of us have assured one another that 
one cannot spend the income of a million dollars, 
it may be helpful to find out how Britain's “Lady 
Bountiful” managed to spend not merely the in- 
come, but the principal of several millions of 
dollars within a few years, 

Except that she remained with two of her 
three husbands until they were parted by death, 
Lady Houston's successful career curiously par- 
allels that of Mrs. Wally Simpson. In the days 
of her grandeur she tried hard to conceal her 
age and origin, but search at Somerset House re- 
vealed that as Fanny Lucy she had been born the 
daughter of a humble warehouseman at Ken- 
nington Green on April 8, 1857. 

Her first husband, whom she divorced after 
12 years of married life, is still living. He was 
Theodore Francis Brinkman then, but has since 
fallen heir to a baronetcy. She probably had a 
better eye than head for figures. Though she was 
26 at the time of her first marriage, by an error 
of calculation she filled in her age on the mar- 
riage certificate as 24. 

Fanny's second husband also had expectations, 
but they were more quickly realized than those 
of her first. He became in due course the ninth 
Lord Byron. 

It may encourage some of the gals to know 
that Fanny made her third and most financially 
successful marriage at the age of 71, when she 
married Sir Robert Houston, Bart, well known 
Liverpool] ship-owner. The Houston Line—known 
among the forecastle hands as the “Starvation 
Line"—carries on a large trade in South Amer- 
ica. 

Shipping is to England what farming is to 
Canada. The ship-owners are always pleading 
poverty and demanding government assistance. 
So well did Sir Robert fight to keep the Houston 
Line solvent that he died leaving Fanny $35,- 
000,000. A loyal Conservative, and for many 
years M.P. for a Liverpool seat, he sought before 
his death to achieve residence in the Channel 
Islands to evade the payment of death duer to 
the British Treasury. Just when it looked as 
if the Treasury was doomed to defeat in the 
courts, Lady Houston took tea with Winston 
Churchill, then Secretary to the Treasury, and 
gave him a cheque for $7,000,000 as “an act of 
grace.” Thereafter her Ladyship became Public 
Benefactress Number One in England. 

She financed Britain's entry in the Schneider 
Cup air race, enabling Britain to win the coveted 
speed trophy outright. She sponsored the air- 
plane flight over Mount Everest. Three times she 
offered the British Government $5,000,000 to- 
wards the defense of London—and each time the 
offer was refused. She had an admiration for 
feats of daring. One of her last gestures was to 
purchase the Grimsby trawler Lady Pat as it lay 
at Trinidad, and despatch an ex-naval officer 
and crew to bring it home. It is to be presented 
to the Grimsby fishing crew who stole the vessel 
to go treasure-hunting, upon their release from 
their English prison.

So much for her romantic life and benefac- 
tions. Now for her eccentricities. 

Lady Houston believed she was possessed of 
a magic touch to soothe nervous disorders. She 
claimed to have saved the life of Sir Robert 
twice during their two years of married life, by 
her magic touch. Her eccentricities of claim 
were such that the residents of Jersey convened 
a royal court a month after the death of Sir 
Robert, and had a curator appointed to look after 
her person and property on the ground of mental 
incompetence, 

A few weeks later she petitioned the court for 
rehabilitation. Seven great London specialists 
gave evidence that she had been merely over- 
come with grief at her husband's death and was 
quite capable of attending to her affairs. When 
the court restored her rights, Lady Houston 
showed her gratitude by calling in person on each 
of the seven specialists to thank them. She left 
on the dressing table of each a blank cheque in 
an envelope. 

As a super-patriot who regarded Ramsay 
MacDonald and Stanley Baldwin as traitors and 
nincompoops she waged active war. She bought 
the Saturday Review in order to attack them. 

She had her secretary engage fifty women at 
five pounds each per week, They were dressed 
in red, white and blue, to resemble the cover of 
the Review. Their task was to parade round 
Bournemouth carrying scrolls on which were 
inscribed “Baldwin is a Liar” and “Ramsay 
MacDonald is a Traitor to Great Britain.”

For fifteen min- 
utes each morning, hot or cold, rain or shine, the 
Liberty would be stopped and all on board order- 
ed to remain below. For that period, her lady~- 
ship would walk the deck, arrayed as was Eve 
before the Fall. She was a bonny looking 
woman until the end, and insisted it was the daily 
exposure to the elements that kept her young and 
fit, and the bloom of health upon her cheeks.

Most women think that ostriches 
are funny creatures because, when 
they bury their heads, they believe 
they are completely concealed from | 
sight, But some women are similar) 
in one respect. They take excellent 
care of their faces, but because 
their pocket mirrors seldom reflect 
their necks, they believe that no 
one else observes this portion of 
their anatomies. | 

A girl who desires to achieve true; 
beauty never can afford to neglect) 
her neck, for no matter how lovely 
her face is, if her neck is wrinkled, 
flabby or sallow, it will detract 
from her attractiveness 

People do notice necks and 
throats, you know. They are par- 
ticularly noticeable nowadays be- 
cause of the soft frills and ruffled 
laces that grace many of the new 
frocks, And too often, youthful 
faces are contradicted by throats 
that have become sallow, rough and 
old-looking. | 

The base of the throat is the] 
proper starting place for all facial 
cleansings and creamings—and do 
not let anyone tell you differently! 
Never start at the chinline. Dirt 
and grime, exposure to the ele- 
ments and the friction of coat col- 
lars, all tend to roughen and dis- 
color the neck. 

Before cleansing the face and} 
neck, the hair both in front and) 
back should be rolled up and band- 
ed so that no cream will be able to 
get into it. Use a makeup cap for | 
the purpose, if you prefer, or just 
use a strip of gauze. Then a good 
cold cream should be smoothed 
over the entire face and neck and 
massaged well over the skin. | 

After a short time, the cream | 
should be wiped away with cleans- 
ing tissue, then a thorough scrub- 
bing should be administered with a) 
bland soap and tepid water, An 
upward stroke only should be used 
in the creaming and scrubbing, for 
the elastic muscles of the face and 
neck are continuous, and must not 
be stretched. All soapy lather 
should then be rinsed away, and 
cold water dashed over the skin to 
tone it. And then a good astrin- 
gent should be used in order to 
close the pores and refine the tex- 
ture of the s. in.

APPLICATIONS 
FOR CITY LOTS 
SHOW BIG JUMP 


Anticipating a substantial in- 
crease in the number of vacant lots 
rented for gardening purposes this 
years as compared to 1936 figures, 
the Edmonton. Horticultural and 
Vacant Lots Association reported 
Monday that approximately 2,000 
lots had been rented to date this 
spring and that about another 1,000 
plots had been given relief cases 
free of charge. 

Rents range from 50 cents to $2 
depending on the size and condition 
of the lots. The association's Civic 
Block office has been busier than 
usual] this spring, applicants for 
garden plots standing in line during 
rush periods 

City council's decision early this 
year to require relief cases to pro- 
duce al] their own vegetable re- 
quirements this season with land 
and seed being supplied free by the 
city is given as one reason for the 
larger number of lots distributed. 
At the present time the relief de- 
partment gives unemployed a veg- 
etable allowance, but it is expected 
the city will save about $46,000 by 
requiring jobless .to raise their own 
vegetables.

Italy sent aid to Franco's troops | 
while the allied countries refrain- 
ed from sending help to the | 
ernment forces.” 


Dr, Strong conaemned the atti- 
tude of the people's front govern- 
ment in France but explained their | 
attitude as imposed upon them by 
Britain who said to France, “If you 
draw upon yourself a quarrel with 
Germany through your support of 
the Spanish government forces, 
Britain will not go to your rescue,” 
thus crystallizing France's old fear 
of being left alone, without Brit- 
ish support, against Germany. 
BRITISH VOLUNTEERS 

Stating that there were thinking 
people in all parts of the world who 
realized the full import of the strug- 
gle in Spain Dr. Strong said that 
volunteers had poured in from all 
parts of the British Empire, Canada 
included, to assist the government 
forces 

She told of discovering in a res- 
taurant, a group of volunteers, each 
from a different part of the British | 
Empire, with one of them a news- | 
paper man from Vancouver, now in 
military service in Spain 

Illustrating the attitude of these 
volunteers Dr. Strong quoted an 
Englishman as saying, “I would 
rather die fighting Fascism in Spain 
than fighting it in England.”

Emphasizing that the government 
in Spain was not radical nor a min- 
ority but was a demotrati¢ ‘body 
elected by popular vote of the peo- 
ple, Dr. Strong said: “It was a 
people's movement that arose out of 
demands for a change in the eco- 
nomic system and may be compared 
to the Aberhart government in Al- | 
berta or the election of President 
Roosevelt in the United States.” 

“It was only when the reactionary

“Everywhere throughout the

“Within the past few months,”

“Everywhere they are confident

Tests Reveal 8 G 
Per Cent. Of Men 
Are Color Blind 


Climaxing siv months of inten- 
sive research in which 495 Univer- 
sity students were tested for color 
perception, a class of psychology 
students at the University of Al- 
berta, led by Brother R. Philip. as- 
sociate professor of psychology, 
have discovered that eight percent 
of men are color blind, while only 
cent of women 
| perception 

Tests showed that there is no de 
finite line of demarkation, ag all 
persons are somewhat defective in 
color perception 

Tests were made by having the 
subjects sort the cards according 
to the values of the colors on them 
On the cards were red, purple, blue 
and green blotches of color, each 
ecard having a different amount of 
each color 

The class also found that there 
| was a direct mathematical relation- 
ship between the physical propor- 
tion of the predominant color and 
the percentage of error.
